Revolution but faintly expresses the 
efiecl upon the sxnitary eyalems and 
medical theories of the world that w ill 
be caused by the discovery of Dr. Koch 
of Berlin to the etlect that bovine tub­ 
erculosis cannot 
be transm itted into 
the human system. 


The announcement made by this em. 
inent Germ an scientist to the 
B ritish 
congress on tuberculosis, assembled at 
London, n aturally attracts 
wide and 
skeptical attention from the medical 
and scientific world. 
Physicians and sanitary export's have 
long proceeded 
upon 
the 
hypothesis 
that the human system is inoculated 
with tubercuiosift by eating the meat 
or drinking the m ilk of tubarculoeis-in- 
fected cows. 
.Assuming this to bo 
a 
s.dentifically demonstrated 
fact, ns- 
liuas. States and m unicipalities have 
adopted meat and m ilk inspection laws 
of 
the 
ir.t-T 
rigorous 
char&cto»*. 
P>oards of health hav 
enjoined upon 
city and State authorities the moit 
rigid regulations calculated to protect 
communities from 
being inoculated 
with eonsumntion 
from tuborculosle- 
infi cted llesh, 
In Jllinols thousands of 
cattle, supposed to be infected with 
tuberculosis, have been killed 
by di­ 
rection of the State lioard o.' Pealth . 
Dr. Koch has arrived at the conclu­ 
sion, through w hat he regards as in. 
disputable tests, that the bovine tuber- 
culon is incapable of inoculation into 
the human body 
and th at m ankind’s 
fear of contact 
with tuberculosis-in­ 
fected »meat ordluid is therefore un­ 
founded. 
If he is able to demonstrate 
bis claims to the satisfaction of scien­ 
tists, 
hum anity’s 
far-reaching 
pre­ 
cautions against infected 
cattle may 
be abandoned. 
In the Record-H erald’s report of the 
international 
tuberculosis 
congress 
being held in London, Dr. Koch is also 
acredited with saying that heredity is 
also an unim portant 
factor in the 
traosmission of tuberculosis, 
in 
his 
opinion, though the contrary had long 
been 
believed. 
Dr. 
Koch 
said 
ihe 
chief danger of contagion 
lay in the 
sputum of consumptive patients and 
that a remedy was to be found in a law 
preventing theconsuraptlvefrom strew ­ 
ing contagion about him. 
Several methods to this end were 
available, said the doctor, the surest of 
which being th at of isolation in sani­ 
tariums. 
Th is unfortunately, was im ­ 
practicable, but he strongly urged the 
establishment of special consumptive 
hospitals and the obligatory notifica­ 
tion of the authorities of the existence 
of the disease, the disinfection of Ih e lr 
quarters 
whenever 
consumptives 
changed their residence, and the dis­ 
semination of inform ation to the people 
ooncerning the true nature of consump­ 
tion to aid in avoiding and com bating 
it.
